that suoh a lioense had been secured. In accordance with his 
request, we licensed one receiver, at a oost of ten shillings. 

The reference in the attaohed translation to the 
U.S. Government buying the privilege of establishing a radio 
news receiving station in Cyprus from the Post Office oi 
Cyprus refers to this ten shilling transaction.
